The main bulk of food on most tables con- 
sists of starches, and I believe that the large 
amount of starch gencrally | 
used is far in excess of the 
natural demands of the body. 
The primary use of starch in 
the diet should be to supply 
heat and energy, but this does 
not require a very large 
amount daily in the average 
adult. A person with a strong 
digestion will be able to use 
more starch than people of 
other types, provided that it 
is sufficiently masticated and 
that vigorous exercise is used to help burn this 
type of food. The brain worker, or the person 
who is slim and nervous, will find that he feels 
the best by cutting.down on starches. 
I cannot impress upon you too strongly the | 
necessity for properly combining starches with \ 
other foods, and if you wish to eat starch with |

POTATOES contain from 14 to 20 per cent 
of starch. The best way to prepare potatoes is 
to cook them with their skin on, as this retains 
the valuable salts lying just under the skin. 
Baking destroys these salts, but potatoes pre- 
pared in this manner have a good flavor and 
the starch is partially converted into dextrin. 

FRESH GREEN CORN is a good starch to 
use in season, while during the winter the can- 
ned corn may be used in limited q itities 

MACARONI, SPAGHETTI, VERMICELLI 
and NOODLES should be cooked in plain water 
and served with butter or cream. No 
garlic, tomatoes or cheese should be used at the 
same time. 

HUBBARD SQUASH is a starchy gourd 
available during the winter months and pro- 
vides a pleasing change from the starchy grains. 

WHOLE RICE is the best rice to use, as the 
valuable vitamins and proteins have not been 
removed. Prepare rice by soaking plain 
water overnight and boil for at least an hour. 
Serve with butter or cream. 

CORNMEAL is a wholesome starchy food 
and n be made into muffins or cornbread. 
Do not mix with white flour. 

WHOLEWHEAT MUFFINS should be made 
ut of the pure wholewheat flour which you 
an obtain in any health food store 

WHOLEWHEAT GRAIN makes an excellent 
breakfast food if soaked overnight and cooked 
for at least an hour. This makes the best break- 
fast cereal and is superior to many of the other 
breakfast foods 

CARROTS, TURNIPS, PARSNIPS a
